AN OLD FASHIONED WOMAN IN CONGRESS. 


That the new day cf woman is at hand is emphasized in the 
matter-of-fact way in which Miss Alice Robertson, Oklahoma’s 
Congresswoman, has been received in Washington. 
Miss Robertson was born in 1854 at the old TulJahassee Mis­ 
sion, within ten miles of Muskogee. She is the grano'daughter of 
the Rev. Mr. Worcester, who was a pioneer missionary to the 
Indians in Georgia before they were driven to the Indian Terri­ 
tory. Her grandfather’s efforts to enlighten the Indians stirred 
powerful enmities against him, and he was sentenced to a four- 
year term in the Georgia penitentiary, scorning an 
offer 
of 
pardon if he would abandon his efforts for the Indians. 
After 
serving one year ^ d a half of his term, he was freed by a decision 
of the United States Supreme Court. 
The girl grew up in an atmosphere of service to humanity 
and was sent to Elmira College, New' York, where she was gradu­ 
ated with a Master’s degree. 
After this she worked for a time 
as a clerk in the Indian Bureau at Washington and then returned 
to her home to take up the work of her ancestors by founding 
the Henry Kendall College at Tulsa, an outgrowth of her Board­ 
ing School for Girls. 
In the early eighties she 
raised 
funds 
among her eastern friends to build Nuvaka Mission in the Creek 
Nation and supervised its erection, and was for years Govern­ 
ment Supervisor of the Creek Indian Schools. 
While her presentation of the Indian problems first attracted 
Colonel Roosevelt’s admiration, her efficient service in helping 
to fit out and recruit the Rough Rider regiment in the conflict 
with Spain increased his esteem. 
He once paid his tribute to 
her: 
“Wherever Alice Robertson is, whatever her surroundings, j I Q Q I — T w e n t y

she is one of the great women of America.”

Miss Robertson’s patriotic services during the World War 
quite equalled those during the Spanish-American war. 
When 
mobilization began, trainload after trainload of soldiers passed 
through Muskogee on their way to the many training-camps fir 
Texas. 
She did not wait for Red Cros^ funds or assistance, but; 
loaded her automobile with sandwiches made from her own hom e-1 
baked ham and met every troop train. She would not permit a 
man in uniform to pay for a meal in her restaurant, and more than 
5,000 of them accepted her hospitality. 
“I started out in Oklahoma to interest women in Govern­ 
ment activities even while I opposed suffrage. 
I fouded a string 
of Woman Must Know societies for studying government, and I 
am still of the opinion that if women spent in studying govern­ 
ment the time they spend in playing bridge they could clean up 
the old parties when they get into them. 
The greatest need of 
America today is an awakened personal conscience, and no gov­ 
ernment can rise beyond its source in the ward or the precinct. 
While I will not undertake to say that it is wrong for a woman 
to play bridge, I will say that it is the very height of injustice 
for the courts to fine boys for “shooting craps” in the alleys and 
at the same time to ignore drawing-room gambling, for gambling 
is as bad in one form as in another. 
“When the men in my district urged me Jo run for Congress 
on the ground that I was the only one who could beat the Demo­ 
cratic candidate, I fought the problem out with myself on my 
knees. 
That is precisely the way I am doing w'ith problems in 
Congress.”

Mr. Ford became identified with the railroad business, by purchas­ 
ing the Detroit, Toledo and Ironton road, a short line extending 
from Detroit into Ohio.

In addition to the chang­ 
ed conditions noted above, he has cut two hours from the running 
schedules^ between Detroit and Bainbridge, a distance of 280 
miles,
